Beginning in November Farmers' In- 
stitutes will be hel i sll winter. 

Through Dr. P. W Foots, ol Irvlngton, 
we learn that the Hou. Lucae Moore, 
state commissioner, intends expending 
the money allowed by the legislature for 
the benefit of farmers in holding inetl- 
tutes over the state during the winter.

Bryan Speaks From Bard well 
to Leitchfield. 



The special train that carried William 
Jennings B*an and party through 
Western Kentucky Monday was hailed 
with the same delight and enthusiasm 
that marked the tour made by Bryan 
during hia campaign in 18IH1. It i* esti- 
mated thst during the day more than 
40,000 people heard him. He waa booked 
(or only six speeches but the demand 
and enthusiasm waa ao great along the 
way that Mr. Bryan made te 
from Bardwell to Leitchfield.

for algebra they are 306,755. Latin also 
enrolls twice as many pupils as French 
and German combined.

Passing to the other studies, it is moat 
gratifying to find history assuming ita 
proper place. Not alone because it is a 
fine study, but because it has such inti- 
mate relation to the whole humanistic 
side of education.

group of studies. And again we note 
the value ol the great gain in mathe- 
matics in its relation to other subjects.

Ity of the crop, otherwise a considerable 
loss would havs been a Detained by the 
asvere frost of 20th and 30th; as it ia tba 
la inconsequential, amounting to 
but 4 per cent. Th* hesviest lose oc- 
curred in the western section, where tbe 
rainfall was more liberal and the grow- 
sr season accordingly prolonged. Tb* 
lalily In tb* main is not np to tha 
standard, being "chaffy" and loose on 

vvinle th* crop is generally disap- 
pointing, both in yield and quality, It is 
rather remarkable that a few conntiea, 
notably Daviess and Henderson, repoit 
the crop one of tbe best ever produced. 

In the Burley diatrict the average 
eld per acre ia estimated at 825 pounfli- 
This ia a heavy average and is mainly 
due to tbo unusually heavy yields re- 
ported from the counties of Boyle, Olark, 
Jessamine, Marion, Mercer and Wood- 
Omitting these counties from tbe 



i is 741 

pounds, which is, in our judgment, n. ar 
er the correct amount, being within a 
few pounds of the average for 1898. 

Tbe acreage of tha Bnrley district, aft- 
er allow'ng for losses sustained by 
sects and unfavorable season, was esti- 
mated at 8U per cent, of the acreage o* 
1898. With approximately tbe same 
yield per acre we may conclude that the 
Barley crop ol 1899 will amount to 88 
per cent, or the crop of 1808. 

Worms were very destructive during 
tbe latter part of the sesaoo. With the 
exception of damage from tbia 
that portion of crop cut before ripe, in 
order to aave from firing, the quality ia 
satisfactory. The damage from frost was 
very slight in this section, amounting to 
but three-fourths of one per cent. 

The yield per acre for the "Dark To 
bacco" district is estimated at 7;»0 
pound', which ia 85 pounds per sere less 
than the eetimate for 1898. The de- 
crease Is accounted for by an imperfect 
stand and a lack of moisture at the time 
most needed for tbe development of the 
plant. The acreage 
er in the season at 82 per cent, of the 
acreage of 1898. If we accept as correct 
tbe eatimatea of a decrease, both in 
yield and acreage, tbe crop of dark to- 
bacco amounts to 72 percent, of the crop 
of 1898.

Paternal Financiering. 

Tha Acting Secretary ol the Treasury, 
issued an order yesterday to pay at once, 
without disc mnt, the interest on the 
public debt d ie Nov. 1 n»x», amounting 
to about W.SC'.'.OOO Toe order al-o di- 
rects the immediate payment, at a dis- 
count of 2.4 p r cent, per annum, of all 
the remaining intereat lading due pre- 
vious to July 1, 11)00, which may be 
called for. 

Preaumabl' , this order ia made Mr tbe 
relief of the money market, and, inci- 
dentally, for that of distressed stock 
speculator*. Under onr antiquated 
Treasury aystem, tha Government holds, 
locked up in ita vaulta, over $200,000,000. 
beeJdei tbe $83,000,000 which it baa tem- 
porarily deposited in national banks, and 
none of this $200,000,000 la available in 
any manner, except by prepayment of 
the public debt, for tbe use of borrowers. 

Moreover, on $200,000,000 the nstiop 
haa been paying for a year past, and will 
continue to pay lor nine years mora, in- 
tereat at tbe rate of 3 per cent per an- 
num. For the $83,000,000 deposited in 
national banks it gate nothing in return 
in the way of interest, and for Ita pay- 
ment of interest in advance it will get a 
discount of only 2.4 psr cent par annum. 

This sort ol financiering by a private 
cltisen or corporation would be called 
foolish. What is It when penetrated by 
a great nation like th* United State* ?- 
New York Bun.
